It is proposed to organize this club. Any Shriner is eligible, but no member of Aleppo 
Temple may have access to the Club unless he become a member. Visiting members of 
other Temples may, of course, be admitted on visitor’s cards.

First. It is desired that one hundred Aleppo members will subscribe $100 for an organiza- 
tion or charter member bond. This bond will differ from an ordinary life membership, as 
said bond will be redeemable at the option of the holder or by vote. of the Board of Directors. 
As interest, it will carry with it exemption from annual dues. 


Second. One thousand shares of common stock will be issued of the denomination of 
$20 each, the same to bear interest at a rate to be determined by the Board of Directors. 


Third. Regular active membership will be fixed at $10 yearly dues for those members 
living within a forty-mile radius of Boston, and $5 yearly dues for those living beyond that 
distance. 

All service at the Club will be brought to the lowest possible cost to members, and will 
be THE BEST. Also a strictly business management of the Club’s affairs is guaranteed.
